The Committee may coopt upto a maximum of three ex- 
perts in any connected field of transport. 

Terms of Reference : 

1. To propose a comprehensive national transport policy 
for the country for the next decade or so keeping in 
view the objectives and priorities set out in the Five 
Year Plan. In formulating such a policy, the Com- 
mittee will : 

(a) recommend an optimal inter-modal mix of 
different systems and also suggest appropriate 
technical choices within each system keeping in 
view the need to generate maximum employment 
potential; aDd 

(b) suggest organisational, administrative, fiscal and 
legal measures required for planning, implemen- 
tatlng. monitoring and evaluating programmes 
formulated for giving effect to relevant compo- 
nents of the national transport policy by the 
Central and State Governments and major trans- 
port agencies at both the National, State and 
local levels. 

2. To identify the areas in which the data base of the 
transport system should be strengthened in order to 
be able to formulate integrated transport plans and 
to suggest procedures and methodologies for formu- 
lating and appraising such plans at the Central, State, 
district and Block levels. 

3. To recommend areas In which research and develop- 
ment in the transport field should be undertaken and 
the institutional framework for carrying it out. 

4. To suggest measures for Improving training facilities 

s in transport planning and management. 

5. To recommend any other measures which the Com- 
mittee consider relevant in relation to the items 1 to 
4 above.

1. SHORT TITLE AND APPLICATION (i) These 
rules may bo called the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(Registration of Cattle Premises) Rules, 1977. 

(ii) These rules shall apply only to cities or towns which 
have a population exceeding one lakh. 

2. DEFINATTONS : — In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires i 

(a) ‘cattle' means_ Oxen, buffaloes, cows, bullock? and 
horses, including their young ones; 

(b) 'registering authority* means such officer of the 
veterinary department of the State Government or of a local 
authority as the State Government may, by general or 
special order, specify in this behalf. 

3. REGISTRATION OF PREMISES Every person 
owning or in charge or premises in which not less than five 
beads or cattle are kept for the purpose of profit shall. In 
any case, where the premises are already In existence, with- 
in three months from the commencement of these rules and, 
m any case where, after the commencement of these rules, 
any such premises are to be opened, before the opening 
of such premises, apply to the registering authority for the 
registration of such premises. 


4. APPLICATION FOR REGISTRATION Every 
application for registration shall contain full information 
reeardmg the number and types of animals kept or to be 
kept, the purpose for which thev are being kent or are to 
he kept, the provision made or to be made as respects floor 
space, floorme. ventilation, supply of food and water, dis- 
infection, drainage, disposal of dung or unwanted matter, 
boundrv walls and shall also contain such other information 
relevant to the matter as may be specifically called for by 
the registering authority. 


UhKIjhlCATE OF REGISTRATION :_(,’) Tf the 
' clustering authority Is satisfied that having re card to the 
information sunnlied the welfare nf the cattle is adequately 
secured and that they are not likely to undergo any un- 
necessary differing, he shall register the nremlses and Issue 
to the applicant a certificate In respect thereof. 
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(ii) Every certificate of registration shall be valid for a 
period of three years from the date of issue thereof, but 
it may be renewed from time to time for a period of three 
years at a lime on application made by the person owning 
or in charge of I he premises, within three months from the 
date of expiry of the existing certificate. 

6. INSPECTION OF PREMISES : — Every premises regis- 
tered under these rules shall be open for inspection at all 
reasonable times bv any veterinary or public health officer 
of the local authority or of the State Government who may 
be authorised by the State Government in this behalf by 
general or special order. 

7. CANCELLATION OF REGISTRATION 1 If any 

premises are not maintained in the manner required under 
these rules, the registering authority may, by notice in 
writing stating the grounds on which the notice proceeds and 
after giving an opportunitv to the person concerned to show 
cause, cancel the registration. 

8. APPEAL : — An appeal shall lie from any order 
refusing or cancelling the registration of anv premises under 
these rules to such officer or other authority as the State 
Government may specify in this behalf. 

9. DISPLAY OF SECTION 12 OF THE ACT If in 
any premises milch cattle are kept, there shall be displayed 
prominently in or near the, premises a copy of section 12 
of the Prevention of Cnieltv to Animals Act, 1960, in a 
language commonly understood in the area. 

10. SAVING — If there is In force in anv area to which 
these rules apply, any rule, regulation or bye-law made under 
any law for the time being in force by any local authority 
which contains provisions for the registration or licensing or 
premises in which cattle or any type thereof are kept, then 
such rule, regulation or bye-law to the extent to which it 
contains provisions relating to cattle or anv type thereof, as 
the case may be, shall prevail and these rules slqirll to that 
extent be of no avail.
